    3. ISSUE TO THE VOTER A PROVISIONAL BALLOT. 
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   (II) WITHIN 2 WEEKS AFTER A VOTER IS ISSUED A 

TEMPORARY VOTING AUTHORITY CARD AND A PROVISIONAL BALLOT UNDER 

SUBPARAGRAPH (I) OF THIS PARAGRAPH, THE VOTER SHALL PROVE RESIDENCY 

BY PRESENTING TO THE STATE BOARD A MARYLAND DRIVER’S LICENSE OR 

MARYLAND IDENTIFICATION CARD THAT CONTAINS THE VOTER’S CURRENT 

ADDRESS.”; 

 

and after line 30, insert: 

 

  “(3) (I) IF THE VOTER SHOWS AN ELECTION JUDGE AN OFFICIAL 

DOCUMENT UNDER SUBSECTION (B)(2)(II) OF THIS SECTION TO PROVE 

RESIDENCY IN THE COUNTY AND IS QUALIFIED TO REGISTER TO VOTE, THE 

ELECTION JUDGE SHALL: 

 

    1. ISSUE TO THE VOTER A TEMPORARY VOTING 

AUTHORITY CARD; 

 

    2. HAVE THE VOTER SIGN THE TEMPORARY VOTING 

AUTHORITY CARD; AND 

 

    3. ISSUE TO THE VOTER THE APPROPRIATE 

PROVISIONAL BALLOT FOR THE VOTER’S NEW ADDRESS. 

 

   (II) WITHIN 2 WEEKS AFTER A VOTER IS ISSUED A 

TEMPORARY VOTING AUTHORITY CARD AND A PROVISIONAL BALLOT UNDER 

SUBPARAGRAPH (I) OF THIS PARAGRAPH, THE VOTER SHALL PROVE RESIDENCY 

BY PRESENTING TO THE STATE BOARD A MARYLAND DRIVER’S LICENSE OR 

MARYLAND IDENTIFICATION CARD THAT CONTAINS THE VOTER’S CURRENT 

ADDRESS.”.
